c a b i n e t be impeached 
drove a car onto the steps 
of the Justice Department 
today and told police he 
had a bomb wired to the 
automobile. 


Police immediately closed off 
the section of Pennsylvania Ave. 
that runs in front of the building 
and sent bomb experts to the 
site. 
After nearly two hours police 
forced a surrender by firing tear 
gas shells at him. 
The man. 
identifying himself 
as Nathan Wiskowsky. lay under­ 
neath the car and said he would 
stay where he was until he could 
talk with FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. 
Police described Wiskowsky as 
“ neat, well-dressed 
and articu­ 
late.” 
Justice Department polite first 
spotted the car, a 1956 Oldsmo­ 
bile with Arizona license plates, 
as it swerved sharply from Penn­ 
sylvania Avenue onto the side 
walk.
